EAST SIDE WATER PROJECT TERMED 
“ONLY PLAN IN SIGHT” BY ENGINEER 


FRESNO — San Joaquin 
valley counties share a vital need 
for more water, and the East 
Side Division of Central Valley 
project is the only plan in sight 
to do the. job, according to 
Consulting Engineer James F. 
Sorensen of Visalia. 

Speaking in Fresno to the 
board of directors of Fresno 
county Farm Bureau, Sorensen 
said the East Side project has 
been under consideration for 
more than 10 years and can be 
delayed no longer. 

Sorensen, secretary of Friant 
Water Users association, said 
that while the need for a 
supplemental supply of water in 
the east side area is obvious, the 
project’s supporters so far have 


looked in vain to positive 
support from the Reagan 
administration. 


““If Congress were to 
authorize the canal today full 
deliveries probably would not be 
available for 10 to 20 years,” 
said Sorensen, who also serves as 
secretary of the Central Valley 
East Side Project association. 

“If we should enter a dry 


cycle Prior to that, the situation 


would be critical,’ he went on. 

Sorensen predicted statewide 
support for the East Side canal 
when it is linked with other 
federal projects in California in 
legislation now being prepared 
by Congressman B.F. Sisk of 
Fresno. He said the package 
would include the Peripheral 
canal, Consumnes River project 
and Kellogg unit of CVP (in 
Contra Costa county) as well as 
East Side. 

He pointed out that filings 
for water service from the 
project already are at 4% million 
acre feet, while annual deliveries 
in the initial stage will total just 
1% million acre feet. The city of 
Fresno, Fresno county, and the 
Fresno and Consolidated 
Irrigation districts are among the 
agencies filing for substantial 
amounts. 

Sorensen explained that 
85-90% of the deliveries would 
go to already developed land in 
need of supplemental water to 
maintain production. He said 
that growing industry. a 
population growth of 40 percent 
forecast for valley counties in

the next 30 years and the more. bau 


intensive use of farmland all 
mean further stress to the 
limited supply of available 
water. 

The speaker was critical of 
the Sierra club and Friends of 
the Earth for seeking court

For Homeowner’s 


Tax Exemption 


SACRAMENTO — April 15 
at 5:00 p.m. is the deadline for 
property owners to file for the 
$750 assessed value 
homeowner’s exemption, the 
State Board of Equalization 
warned today. 

County assessors already have 
mailed out claim forms on which 
to file for the exemption, so 
anyone who didn’t receive his 
form should contact his county 
assessor immediately. 

To qualify for an exemption 
on property tax for 1971-72, the 
homeowrer must have occupied 
the property on March 1, 1971. 
The members of a household are 
entitled to an exemption on 
only one dwelling. (A 
condominium is a_ separate 
dwelling, as is each separately 
owned unit in a duplex.) 

Qualifying for the $750 
exemption are: Single-family 
homes or duplexes (but not 
triplexes or larger); 
Condominums; Houseboats; 
Mobile homes if carried on thé 
assessor's roll (not licensed by 
the Dept. of Motor Vehicles); 
and a dwelling being purchased 
under contract of sale. 

Not qualifying for the 
exemption are: A dwelling 
occupied by a person receiving a 
veteran’s exemption on the 
property; Property rented, 
vacant or under construction 
and not yet occupied on the lien 
date (March 1); A mobile home 
licensed by the Department of 
Motor Vehicles; Vacation or 
secondary homes; Units in a 
cooperative housing project in 
which the separate units are not 
separately assessed; Property for 
which the owner received a 
partial or full allowance for 
taxes in a welfare grant from the 
state or any political subdivision 
for the property tax year in 
question.

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Sugar Industry Hammering 
For Renewal Of Sugar Act 


FRESNO — All segments of 
the domestic sugar industry are 
involved in the continuing series 
of meetings aimed at hammering 
out a common set of 
recommendations on renewal of 
the U.S. Sugar act, set to expire 
at year’s end. 

This was the report given to 
area sugar beet growers by 
Malcolm Young, executive 
manager of the California Beet 
Growers association and an 
active participant in the 
industry-wide meetings. 

Young told members of the 
C.B.G.A. District Six advisory 
board at a Fresno meeting in 
March that representatives of the 
domestic cane and sugar beet 
producers and_ processors had 
achieved basic unanimity, 
presenting their proposals to the 
House Agriculture committee 
March 4 and March 26. 

“In most particulars the sugar 
industry wants an ‘as is’ six-year 
extension of this most successful 
of all farm legislation programs,” 
Young told the group 
representing growers from 
Tulare, Kings, Fresno, Madera 
and Merced counties. 

On another subject of interest 
to sugar beet producers, Young 
noted the Secretary of 
Agriculture had announced his 
Wage Rate determination, 
setting minimum wages at $1.85 
per hour effective April 12. 

Kerman grower Jack L. 
Cardwell, serving as president of 
District Six, said his advisory 
board had voted unanimously to 

‘continue the area growers’ 
financial support for the 
research efforts of Fresno 
county farm advisor Bill Fischer. 
Fischer will begin a year of 
sabbatical research in September 
in England and Israel. 

Dr. Russ Johnson, vice 
president of Spreckels Sugar 
company told the Fresno 
meeting that his company 
strongly supports grower efforts 


to establish and maintain 
beet-free areas within the 
district. 

“There is no excuse for a 
recurrence of ‘bad’ years,” 
Johnson. said. “‘The maintenance 
of beet-free fields is vital if 
disastrous outbreaks of virus 
yellows are to be forestalled.” 

Johnson said Spreckels and 
other beet sugar processors are 
in full agreement with growers 
onthe Sugar Act extension 
recommendations. He also 
expressed optimism over current 
labor negotiations with unions 
representing Spreckels workers. 

Dan Dieter, district manager 
of the Spreckels plant at 
Mendota, told the grower 
meeting that he expected no 
difficulties in achieving orderly 
processing of the 1971 crop. 

“I look for a 22-ton average 
yield this year, versus the record 
25.8 tons last year,” Dieter 
predicted. Despite the estimated 
lower yield Johnson said, “It 
appears to me we have an 
excellent crop in prospect, 
though a bit late.”

STAR OF CONCERT

PORTERVILLE — Star of 
the Beach Boys’ concert April 2 
at Porterville college wasn’t 
really one of the musicians, but 
a brown-hatted technician in 
charge of the much-advertised 
$100,000 worth of sound 
equipment used by all four 
performing groups. 

After several hours spent in 
setting up this massive 
experimental sound system, the 
technician spent all four of the 
concert hours, 8:00 p.m. to 
midnight, making adjustments, 
sweating profusely, tracing yards 
of electronic cable to its source, 
and racing from stage to control 
panel, located in the center of 
the college gym. 

Sometimes emitting 
electronic belches with a decibel 
count high enough to lift the 
audience of 1500, en masse, off 
the gym floor, other times 
sounding as if a 30 mile-an-hour 
wind was whistling through the 
speakers, the kindest word that 
can be said about the system is 
that it was distracting and less 
than adequate. 

A similar statement could 
apply to the Beach Boy’s 
performance, less than adequate. 
Over-confident, almost arrogant, 
the group strolled on_ stage, 
played songs like “Cotton 
Fields?’ -“SOkie=From 
Muskokee,” plus some of their 
old hits, then a couple of so-so 
new numbers, all with an 
uninspired nonchalance that was 
supposed to pass for stage 
presence. 

There did, however, seem to 
be a substantial portion of the 
crowd who apparently liked 
what they heard from the Beach 
Boys, and cheered for more at 
the end of the evening. 

In fairness to “Flame,” a 
group from South Africa, it 
must be noted that one key 
member. of the group was 
reportedly taken to the hospital 
the day before the concert. 
Borrowing three musicians from 
the Beach Boys, Flame played 
several crowd pleasers, 
demonstrating most of. their 
strength in vocal clarity and 
harmony. 

“American,” a group from 
Porterville, turned in a fine 
performance from a _ technical 
standpoint, but need more 
showmanship and stage action. 

The evening’s best solo 
performance came from 
‘““America’s ” lead guitarist, 


Johnny Goux, who 
demonstrated a fine blues 
technique. 

Mozes, a Visalia group, 


featured vocalist-guitarist Bob 
Delgado, who is chock full of 
talent but seemed to be playing 
with fingers crossed, hoping the 
rest of the band would keep up. 

Despite what we considered 
distractions and rough spots, the 
audience remained enthusiastic, 
and cheered at the MC’s mention 
of a possible day-long rock 
festival for Porterville.

MIAMI — A way to keep milk 
fresh for up to 52 days has been 
found by a U.S. Department of 
Agriculture dairy specialist in 
Florida. 

Dr. C. Bronson Lane uses oils 
of citrus fruits to guard quality 
and retard oxidized flavor in 
milk and milk products. Such 
oils were effective in killing 
Salmonella in ‘commercially 
pasteurized skim milk, and the 
product kept for 52 days at 40 
degrees Fahrenheit. 

However, oil additives have 
not as yet been approved by the 
FDA, and thus the long-lasting 
milk is still in the experimental 
stage.
